A 
wide array of talented and dedicated 
persons (too numerous to mention) led in 
study, music, worship, and hospitality. 


The evaluations following the meeting were 
very positive. It suggests to the Board of 
Directors of the SEC that we incorporate 
some of the value gained in this type of 
meeting into our regular annual meetings. 
Already the Board of Directors is laying 
plans to have a similar committee work on 
the programs for both 1986 and 1987 to 
insure some of the same good results. 


We are grateful to all who had a part in 
making the annual meeting such a success.

GENERAL SYNOD XV 


About a dozen of us from the Southeast 
attended Genera] Synod XV, meeting in 
Ames, lowa June 26-July 2. We met on the 
campus of lowa State University for what 
was perhaps the finest General Synod in our 
history. 


Living in dormatories and eating in the 
student dining hall promoted a feeling of 
family. The service Sunday morning (over 
8,000 in attendance) at which Rev. Scott 
Libbey was installed as the new Executive 
Vice-President of the United Church Board 
for World Ministries was a highlight. Over 
$15,000 was contributed for Ethiopian 
Famine Relief. 


Inspirational worship services, a good spirit 
in debate, and a deepening commitment to 
Youth and Family Life marked the business. 
This Church identifies itself as a 
denomination that stands for peace with 
justice and a concern for the family farms 
in lowa and everywhere. Renewed calls on 
the churches to be open to persons with 
handicaps as well as to minister to persons 
of differing sexual orientation were also 
passed. The General Synod also called on all 
church institutions to divest themselves of 
the stocks of all corporations doing business 
with the Apartheid (rigid segregation) 
government of South Africa. 


Attending from the Southeast Conference 
were delegates Ms. Freda Brown, Ms. Ginny 
Schaeffer, Rev. James L. Myers, and Rev. 


Wayde Washburn. Also present were 
Conference Moderator, Rev. L. Floyd 
Carmack, Atlanta First Pastor Rev. Marvin 
L. Morgan, and youth representative Beth 
Lewis. Conference staff Emmett Floyd, 
Warren Blankenhorn and Sandye Mullins 
were also there, along with Ms. Libby Scott 
(Executive Council member) and the Rev. 
Ken South of Atlanta.

Synod were: Mr. Franklin Thomas as a 
corporate member of the United Church

7, that congregations be encouraged to 
make use of the bountiful materials on 
church growth. 


&. that workshops be planned using the 
abundance of materials on the “Small 
Church,” 


9. that there be cultivated in the 
Associations and congregations true UCC 
self-identity, with appreciation for the 
uniqueness and values of the United Church 
of Christ. 


10. that placement of female clergy be 
encouraged. 


11. that congregations be encouraged to 
use seminarians, 


12, that a warmer, more intimate, more 
supportive relationship be established with 
“Students In Care” (rather than an 
intimidating, impersonal stance). 


13. that the concept of the “ministry of 
all" be cultivated in our churches. 


14, that ministers be encouraged to 
update their profiles, using the new 
Ministerial. Profile form.

Were you to visit our church for several 
Sundays, I'm sure you would quickly notice 
the following: 


(1) We use instrumental music. 

(2) We share the Lord's Supper on 
special Sundays rather than each Sunday, 
and the pastor presides. We also open the 
table to all the followers of Jesus Christ. 
(3) We baptize both children and 
adults, and by all three methods, 
sprinkling, Pouring, and immersion. 

(4) We really practice respect for 
individual conscience and have wide 
differences of belief among our members. 
(S) We emphasize both the personal and 
the social dimensions of the Gospel, 


The “United Church of Christ" is so-called 
because it was an attempt to unite four 
branches of the Christian Church, in the. 
hope that this would lead to a greater unity. 
The union occurred 26 years ago June 25th, 

It included: 


(1) The Congregational Churches (The 
Mayflower Pilgrims, Puritans, etc.) 
(2) The Christian Connection (a branch 


of the movement from which your

(3) ‘The Evangelical Church

The following figures are suggestions. 
dowever, we strongly urge you to take them 
seriously. The Southeast Conference ranks 
near the bottom among the 39 Conferences in 
salary. Far too many of our clergy are below 
these suggested figures. It is our hope that 
the churches will realize that maintaining the 
financial health of a pastor is an important 
matter and a morale booster. So also are kind 
words and warm strokes! Neither is a 
substitute for the other! 


1. CASH or BASE SALARY for Male and 
Female Seminary graduates.

2. Parsonage provided with utilities paid by 
the church; or a housing allowance no less 
than $7,900. 

3. Professional expenses, including continuing 
education opportunities, conferences, etc. 
$200-$500. To be paid out only if used. 

4. Travel allowances of 20.5 cents per mile 
or a minimum of $3,000 per year. 

5. Retirement. Premium is based on cash 
salary plus value of parsonage and utilities 
estimated at 30% of cash salary; hence the 
premium payment would be 14% or 130%. If 


cash salary is $17,000, then premium basis 
would be $17,000 plus 30% or a total of 
$22,100. The 14% for pension would be 
$3,094. IF AN ACTUAL HOUSING ALLOWANCE 
IS PAID, then the figure is cash salary + 
housing. 

6. Ministers are considered self-employed 
for Social Security purposes, The church is 
encouraged to pay 1/2 of the Social Security 
(even though it will be reported as income and 
tax paid on it). 

7.  Hospital-Medical Insurance. Pastors 
should be enrolled in the Southeast 
Conference/UCC plan. Church is requested to 
pay premium in full. 

8, Family Protection Plan: the UCC provides 
a plan covering life and disability insurance 
for ministers. Pastors should be enrolled and 
churches are requested to pay premium in full. 
Cost is 1% of cash salary plus housing. On 
basis of example in ®5 above, the cost would 
be $221 annually. 

9, Churches are requested to provide one 
month vacation with pay each year. 

10. Sabbatical Leave. More ‘and more 
churches are providing their pastors a leave 
of two months with pay after every five 
years of service. This time is used in further 
study or some kind of special project. 

11. Moving expenses are paid by the calling 
church. 

ia: The church should review the 
compensation provided for its minister 
annually. This should be done in open 
conversation with the clergy. It is 
encouraging for pastors when congregations 
exercise this kind of care and concern. 
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A CELEBRATION OF LIFE 


The Rey. Joyce Myers, or Joyce, is known 
to many of us in various ways. Yet, there 
are those who don't know the rich 
experience that she brings to us as the 
Southern Region Associate for the Office for 
Church Life and Leadership. 


Joyce speaks to us as friend, pastor, and 
prophet. She proclaims a love of people and 
apassion for justice . She uses her gift of 
“tongues"--Umbundu, Portugese, and 
Spanish. 


The latter language was used most recently 
in Joyce's sabbatical to Central America. 
Joyce spent two months traveling 
throughout that region of complexity, 
tragedy, and misunderstanding, For those 
who have heard Joyce share her 
experiences we are convinced of her love 
for people. She recounts story after story 
of children, youth, and adults who are 
caught, intentionally or accidentally, in the 
wave of change in Central America. The 
laughter and the tears are pure. The anger 
with unjust systems and distorted power 
Struggles is manifest. Joyce struggles to 
connect faith questions as an individual 
North American Christian with the 
institutional struggles of Central America. 
One of Joyce's missions is to have all of us 
struggle with the tensions. 


Her life has been one of mission and 
ministry. Joyce was called to ministry long 
before she thought of ordination. She had 
humerous contacts with missionaries and 
overseas church leaders. She had the 
support of a family and a grandfather, 
Harry Myers, a Congregational minister for 
56 years and her greatest mentor. Her 
movement toward ordination occurred as 


she entered seminary and first met some 
clergywomen (another example of the 
importance of role models). Simultaneously 
her calling to the field of world mission 
sharpened and led her to Angola, She 
served there for 11 years responsible for 
Christian education, leadership training, 
seminary instruction, curriculum 
development, and frequent worship 
leadership. 


After evacuation because of Angolan civil 
strife, Joyce worked with the Board for 
World Ministries as an interpreter and 
advocate of missional needs and programs. 
Since 1978, Joyce has been with us in the 
Southern Region working for the natisnal 
staff of the Office for Church Life and 
Leadership. She works with us to 
strengthen the life and ministry of local 
churches, 


Joyce was raised in Philadelphia. Elon 
College of North Carolina is one of her alma 
maters. Hartford Seminary Foundation 
awarded her a M.Div. She has done 
graduate work at various universities and 
seminaries, and also done migrant ministry 
work across the United States. She staffs 
or serves on numerous national bodies 
(Coordinating Center for Women, Council for 
Ecumenism, Coordinating Committee of 
Women in Ministry of the National Council of 
Churches, and liaison to the Council for 
Hispanic Ministries). 


The above are important activities and 
commitments, but as important, if not more 
so, is Joyce's response to the question, 
“What do you celebrate?" Her 
answer—"LIFE! AND LIFE IN THE UCC! AND 
OUR WORLD FAMILY IN CHRISTI"
